French Warships Prnvent an Ex- 


chauge of Sbots Between Gunboat' 
of the Belligerents, Over Which tlu 
Venezuelan Government Is Much 
Perturbed. 
Curacoa, Sept. 21.—Refugees 
from 


Soiamelsdyk say that Colombia threat- 
ens to shoot Venezuelan prisoners un- 
der a decree lately issued to the effect 
that all foreigners .aiding the Colom- 
bian liberal movement or invading Co- 
lombian soil shall be shot if caught. 
TV"* VeTipyijoigr] c-pjiPral Davila is re- 
ported to be in bad favor with his gov- 
ernment because of his recent defeat. 


Information has been forwarded to 


Caracas from Venezuelan officials at 
Juajira to the effect that the French 
ciuiser Suchet, lying off La Hacha on 
the morning of the 9th, perceived 
three gunboats without flags. She 
compelled the gunboats to show their 
flags, which proved to be Venezuelan. 
Later during the same day the Colom- 
bian gunboat General Pinzon arrived 
on the scene, whereupon me Suchet, 
according to the story of the Venezue- 
lans', placed herself between the Gen 
eral Pinzon and the Venezuelan gun- 
boats, thus preventing an exchange of 
shots. Shortly after this the General 
Pinzon steamed away 


.^bout noon the same day, the Ven- 


ezuelan officials assert, the Alexandre 
Bixio arrived under a French flag. The 
Venezuelan gunboats showed no inten- 
tion to molest her, but they were ap- 
parently anxious to attack the Colom- 
bians on the shore who were landed 
there from the Alexandre Bixio. Tha 
Venezuelans say the Suchet placed 
herself between their gunboats and 
the Colombians during the landing. 


France is generaly supposed 'to bs 


friendly to Colombia because of canal 
concessions, and not especially friend- 
ly to Venezuela because of differences 
over certain French claims which re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of the French 
minister from Caracas in 1896. 


Colombian^ Minister's Claim. 


Washington, Sept. 21.—Dr. Martinez 


| Silva, the Colombian minister, called 


at the state department and had a 
short talk with Secretary Hay in re 
gard to affairs in South America. It 
is understood to be the earnest hops 
of the Colomoian as well as the Unit- 
ed States government to Jiave the 
troubles between Colombia and her 
neighbors satisfactorily adjusted with 
out the intervention of the United 
States to carry out her treaty guaran- 
tees in regard to Colombia. From the 
latest advices received at the Colom-

'country is" fast'dwindling away.

Washington, Sept. 21.—Professor C 


C. Georgeson, in charge of Alaskan 
experiment stations, has reported to 
the department of agriculture that he 
has found good gardens all along the 
Yukon valley, in ,,ue cold interior re 
gion of Alaska. The report says tha' 
although the season was unusuallj 
late this year, Professor Georgeson 
found new potatoes, cabbage, cauli 
flower, beets and other vegetables 
ready for the table by the middle o 
August, and lettuce, radishes and tur 
nips grown in the open had been in 
use for some weeks. Flower gardens 
containing a large variety of annuals 
grown from seed furnished last year 
were in full bloom. 


FUNDS RECOVERED. 


Alleged to Have Been Embezzled by 


Captain Oberlin Carter. 


Chicago, Sept. 21—Through the re- 


covery of $200,000 in cash and secur- 
ities m Huntington, W. Va., the gov- 
ernment authorities now have posses- 
sion of about $360,000 of the funds 
embezzled by Oberlin M. Carter, for- 
mer captain of the United States en* 
gineer corps at Savannah, Ga.
